movement. This, together with the statement
from the British Minister at Illo that thecountry would be pleased to see the restora-
tion of tho monarchy, would seem to Indicate
that there Is a move on foot betwoen the for-
eign commanders to Interfere should Hello
again Are on the alty.

This week there have beon several confer-
ences at the State Department between Seore- -
tary uresnara ana Mr Julian Fauncefote, the
British Minister, at which, it la said on trust-
worthy authority. Blr Julian stated the posi-
tion Great Britain would assume. The United
6tates had been led to believe that Mello's
foroes were receiving financial assistance from
Great Britain, but this was denied br the Brit-
ish Minister, who Informed Beoretary Oresham
that his country wonld not Interfere In the set-
tlement of the difficulty, and that it wonld be
Clad to see Mello defeated. This statement
from the Mlntater does not agree with what
the British Minister at Bio said, but It can be
positively asserted that the course of Oreat
Britain toward Brarll will be that of non-
interference, directly or otherwise, and that
the British naval commander has received In-

structions to keen his hands off. The State
Department hat assurances that neither Oreat
Britain nor any one In that country Is helping
Admiral Mello. nor does the Government
here believe that any foreign power la con-
tributing money or munitions to the Insur-
rectionist eanse. If any foreign Government
were taking aides to aid Mello. the State De-
partment wonld have been so Informed by
Minister Thompson, and no aueh word haa
been reoelved from him.

While It Is not believed that any European
Government Is helping Mello, there Is good
reason for the belief that he is being assisted
by persons In Europe, principally In Austria,
who are Influenced tbereto.no doubt, by the
hope tli.it a young prince of the house of Dora
I'eJro. a nephew of the late Emperor, may be
seated on the throne. This young man Is the
son of Prince Eu of Pranoo. who married the
young daughter of old Dom I'edro. He Is
wealthy and n Lieutenant In the Austrian army.
His raothor Is ambitious, and Is at the back of
the move to make him ruler of Brazil should
Mello upset the present Government. His
name is Louis Gaston Clement Marie Michel
Gabriel Rafaeal Gonzagne.

Tut Bus reporter was told y by a per-
son wbo knows what Is going on officially that
the Department of State proposos to show that
the policy of this Government toward Brazil
Will be a strong assertion of the Monroe doc-
trine to the point of opposing any intervention
by European powers for tho restoration of the
monarchy or Intorferonco lu the pending
trouble. The United Stntos, It is said, will
not tolerate any act by the foreign powers
looking toward assistance to the cause of Ad-

miral Mello. nor will It allow those powers In
any waytocoDtrol tho futuro composition of
tho Government which may bo established as
the outcome of the revolution.

"'rlends here of the Pelxoto Government
express privately great confidence In the prep-
arations being made by the purchase of ves-
sels, at tho instance of Minister Mendoncs, to
capture Mello's forces and thus put an end to
the stegn. ( ifllcl.-tl- of tho department, whou
told of the story that the cruisers Detroit.
Montgomery. Machias. and Marhlehead would
be purchased by the Brazilians, laughed nt It.
Secretary Herbert said that the story was ab-
surd.

Lnte this afternoon Secretary Herbert re-

ceived a cable message from Capt. Picking, an-
nouncing the arrival cf the cruiser Detroit.
Commander Brownton. there y. The ar-
rival of the Detroit caused Secretary Herbert
and naval offloers generally much relief, not
on aeoount of the additional strength her pres-
ence will give to the American squadron at
Bio. but because there was much anxiety felt
over her safety, In view of the belief that she
Is somewhat y, like tho Machias and
other vessels.

IUvaka. Nov. 2. -- The steamship City of Alex-

andria, belonging to the New York and Cuba
Mall Steamship Compnnr. and running be-

tween MataQzas and Havana and Now York,

has been burned off Oojlmar. It was reported
at first that sixty persons were drowned, but
Inter news red "iced tho estimates of ths loss of
life. The steamer was oommanded by Capt.
Hpfraan.

llnrly this morning a small boat. In which
were the second officer nnd eleven other per-

sons from the City of Alexandria, entored the
harbor here, and reported the loss of the
Steamer. They say that an oxploslon occurred
yesterday afternoon on board thesteamer, and
that shortly afterward she was burning
fiercely. The cnuse of the explosion Is un-

known. Thn fire gained such headway that
t'apt. llofinnn saw it would bo Impossible to
save the vessel, nnd orders wero given to
abandon the ship. The steamer had UHi hogs-

heads of rum aboiu I. and this, when it cnught
lire, caused Immense masses of llames to
ascend from the hatchways, the hatches hav-

ing been blown off.

There was great excitoment aboard, but the
onieore soon succeeded in restoring order. As
soon as the fire alarm was sounded the crew
went to their llro stations and the stewards
began to carry provisions to the boats There
was comparatively little ecu running. and little
diftloulty was experienced In lowering away
the boats when tho bell forward tolled the
signal, "abandon the ship."

The scene of the burning of the steamer was
only twenty-fiv- e miles from Havana, and the
officers In command of tho boats tho Captain,
First Officer. Purser. nndChlof Engineer-h- ad

little fear of falling to reach that port or some
other place along tho coast.

In the first moment of terror several men
are said to have jumped into tho sea. Those
who arrived in the small boat this morning
said that sixty had been drowned, many of
them through the upsetting of a boat. 1 .titer
reports show that none of the small boats up-

set, and that many of those at first reported
lost reached Baonranao in safety. Tho num-

ber of persons drowned Is now believod to be
thlrty-fo- r thirty-five- . Among them were
Herr I.eibinger, a cabin passenger, whose
home Is in Germany, and several Cuban steve-
dores.

When the news of the disaster reached here
tugs were sent to the burning steamer to ren-

der whatever assistance they could. Two of
these tugs returned this afternoon, bringing
nineteen survivors from the vesseL

I'nlon Lengue, Century, and Tuxedo
Clubs, had beon commuted toon Insane asy-
lum on Tuesday.

Mr. King's home Is In Newport but for sev-
eral weeks ho had been living nt the Union
l.eagim ( luh and at the home of his pnronts in
this city. It could not ho learnod yesterday to
whl"h asylum ho had been committed, but In
nil probability it Is rioo'mlngdnle.

Mr. lilnir. although not a wealthy man. had a
comfortablo income, which ho added to by
literary work. I'ntll about three weeks ago lie
took great prldo In his personal appoarance,
keeping his short, grayish-brow- n beard
always cnrefully trimmed and Wearing scru-p-

nisly clean clothes and linen.
Then his friends noticed ono day that he hsd

suddenly becutno very slovenly and cnroless
about his appoaranro nnd Mi dress. His
beard and hair grow unkempt, ho Wore soiled
linen, and his clothes looked worn and old.

Po avoided his old friends, and acted
strangoly whenever any ono spoke toblra.
His mental trouble aCTuctod his frame, and he
grew emaciated.

On Monday two physicians oxnmlne I him
nnd declared him to be mentally unsound.
They made out the formal certificate, and this
with commitment papers wns presented the
next day to .ludgo Patterson of the (S-
upreme Court, who was con lined to his bouse at
10 Forty-fift- h si rout by a slight Illness.

Aftor the papers had been signed .Mr. King
was removed to nn asylum. At Blootnlngdale
yesterday Dr. Hall declined to sny whether or
not Mr. King was there or anything about thenose,

Mr. King was born In Newport. .Tnn. (1. 1R42.
and Is a descendant of Daniel King, who set-
tled In Lynn. Mass., in 1047. and was one of
the lnrgest landholders of his day. Mr. King
grnduatod at the Yale Sheffield Sclentillo
School In 1H02. and In the following yonr
crossed ths continent on horseback from
the Missouri lllver to California, where lie
become a member of tho Geological Survey
of that State. He eontinuod that work until
1 lu. making a careful study of the gold belt of
the Sierra Mountains. It was through his dis-
coveries In that region that the age of the

g rocks wns determined,
Fast, he conceived a plan loran elaborate nnd complete geological sec-

tion of the Western CordllloraB mountain sys-
tem at tho widest expansion of the fortiethparallel. The Secretary of War sanctioned tbe
plan and In March, 1S(I7. the uoccssary legis-
lation being secured. Mr. King was placed incharge of tho expedition. He was engaged in
that work for five years, and In 1S70 began thepublication of his reports. They wero com-
pleted eight years later and were Issued
under the title of "Professional Papers of
tho Fngineer Department, United StatesArmy." Thoyworoln seven auarlo volumes
and two atlases, of whloh the first volume on' Nvstemiitle ..n t r..l thn
of.'dr. King. Ill info Mr. King exposod tho
dinmoiid-llel- d hoax. At that time it was
rumored that large diamond fields of enor-
mous value had been discovered In the West.
The alleged fields wore within the ter-
ritory of Mr. King's survey. It was
afterward found Hint quantities of dia-
monds had beon brought from London
antl "salted" In tho allered diamond districts
in question. At Mr. King's suggestion. In 1H78
the several national Government surveys thenengaged in field work wero consolidated Into
the United States Geological Survey. Mr.
King being appointed director. Mr King re-
signed his ollicn in 1881. Sinco that
timo ho had devoted his attention to thepursuit of special geological research. He Is
a member ol many Bcientlilo societies, both in
this country and In Europe. In 1H7U Mr. King
was elected n memnorof the Notional Acad-
emy of Sciences. He has contributed many
articles to current literature and Is the author
of "Mountaineering in the Sierra Nevada."
